he Fortresses lay sulking and

LIFE ON THE NEWSFRONTS OF THE WORLD 


Out Of A Disaster One Year Ago 
A Greater Nation Has Been Born 


When the grim whistle blew on the morning 
of Dec. 7, a year ago, our team was pretty 
well scattered around the field. A lot of us 
had been issued uniforms and given signal 
drill, but most refused to believe that there 
would really be a ball game. Admiral Kim- 
mel and General Short, who were supposed 
to hold the center of the line at Haw 
didn’t even seem to realize that they were on 
the same team, The Japs ran right over 
them, Back home our factories were operat- 
ing at a fraction of capacity. There were 
maybe 6,000,000 unemployed. There were 
few controls on our economic system, and— 
so strong was public opinion in favor of life 
as usual—little chance of setting up effective 
ones. We admired the courage of Britain. We 
pitied the ravaged peoples of Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia and France. We hoped that Russia 
would hold. But that heroic struggle was far 
away from us. We weren't ready for a ball 
game. 


An Unhappy Nation 


As we look back now across the crowded 
events of our first year at war we can see 
that, before December 1941, the U, S. was 
an unhappy nation. We had been unhappy 
for quite some time. We seemed unable to 
make our industrial system work. Not only 
were the jobs few, but most of those avail- 
able lacked zest and adventure. Besides, the 
world situation was out of control and we 
did not know what to do about it. Some told 
us to step in and clean it up. But this meant 
fighting. And since we did not want to fight, 
many of us listened to those who advocated 
precisely the opposite course; to withdraw 
from the world even more than we hereto- 
fore had, and to live as best we could behind 
the obsolescent safety of the two oceans. 

But besides being torn and troubled by in- 
decision, our conscience hurt us. We were 
somehow letting America down. We had no 
clear, fearless policy to stand for, before God 
and other men. We had no high goal. Even 
most of the people who were urging us to 
“intervene” in the war were cautious about 
advocating forthright declaration against 
the Axis. Most of the “interventionist” argu- 
ment was devious and subtle. We should aid 
Britain, Russia and other belligerents be- 
cause this was the best way to stay out. 
Other people would suffer and die to main- 
tain the kind of world that Americans had 
to have in order to live happily. But we our- 
selves would just live happily. 

It was not a noble prospect. It was not a 
prospect calculated to call forth the best 
that was in us or to inspire the boys in the 
camps with any clear sense of their mission.

A Different Country 


Of course it would be untrue to say that 
during 1942 we succeeded in correcting all 
those faults. We are still reluctant to face 
hard realiti And while Washington has 
certainly improved, it cannot be said that 
those under the President have provided in- 
spiting leadership during the past twelve 
months. A lot of war agencies are still 
floundering. But in spite of this, the U. S. is 
different—almost like a different country. 
Some of the boys who were sent away soon 
after Pearl Harbor might be surprised if 
they were to come back now, The President 
is a lot tougher. Donald Nelson is tougher 
too, and he has delegated much power to 
tough and aggressive assistants. In Decem- 
ber 1941, Detroit was still manufacturing 
automobiles, whereas today the manufac- 
ture of mechanical gadgets for civilian use 
has virtually ceased. There are a lot of things 
you can’t buy. Sugar, coffee, gasoline and 
tires are rationed. Butter is restricted. The 
C. 1. O. and the A. F. of L. are working to- 
gether and strikes have almost vanished. 
Labor-management committees throughout 
the land are speeding up production and are 
pioneering toward a new management-labor 
relationship. We have learned how to put to- 
gether a cargo vessel in 414 days. We have 
learned how to make armor plate in steel- 
spring factories. Indeed, we are sensing once 
again the thrill of gigantic production. We 
are enjoying once more the drama of men 
and machines. 


It's A Far Cry 


As you work out toward the actual front 
the change since Pearl Harbor becomes more 
revolutionary. We have a big Army now, and 
the boys are taking it seriously. They have 
some serious equipment to work with. Our 
new tanks are good, our heavy bombers 
have baffled enemy air tacticians. Despite 
fumbling and bad management, global air 
transport has become a reality for us. We 
have a supply line across the heart of Africa, 
another into China, another across the Ber- 
ing Sea into Russia. We have built a road all 
the way to Alaska. The Navy has mauled 
the Japs, the Marines have clung heroically 
to Guadalcanal, the Army has joined with 
the British to seize 1,200 miles of the African 
coast. It is a far cry from Admiral Kimmel in 
disgrace to Admiral Halsey breathing fire and 
brimstone in the Pacific. It is a far ery from 
Douglas MacArthur, a national hero in de- 
feat, to General Eisenhower landing magnifi- 
cently in Algiers—or, for that matter, to Gen-

eral MacArthur himself pounding the Japs 
on New Guinea. Ouractual military contribu- 
tion to the war is still a pigmy thing. And yet 
it is much bigger than our leaders dared to 
hope for a year, or even six months, ago. 


The Mastery of Peace 


Of course, whatever our accomplishments, 
it cannot be said that the U. S. is a happy 
nation today. We cannot be happy so long as 
war lasts, with our sons and husbands and 
brothers risking, and giving, their lives. In 
this first year we have lost almost 50,000 of 
our boys, killed, missing and captured. That 
fact is the measure of our time. 

Nevertheless, we are beginning to feel a 
kind of satisfaction which was unknown to 
Americans the day before Pearl Harbor. And 
the significant fact about this satisfaction is 
snot arise from things that are sup- 
isfy people. It does not arise from 
and wealth, but from their 
opposites. Possibly there are times in history 
when luxury and ease are the things to be 
proud of, but this is not one of those times, 
and the American people know it, Our satis- 
faction today lies in hard work, in increased 
production and efficiency, in getting along 
with less, in supporting the war-relief agen- 
cies—yes, even in paying taxes. Anything we 
can actually do for the war, however unpleas- 
ant, satisfies us. It is when we can’t see how 
to help, when no one will tell us what to do, 
when our efforts seem futile, that we are most 
unhappy. We want a big, successful America, 
and we are prepared to give up almost any- 
thing to get it. That is the change. That is the 
new country that has been born, almost im- 
perceptibly, out of the bloody dawn of Dee. 7. 

War is the greatest social evil on earth. 
And yet, for this very reason, as the British 
have learned, and the Russians, and the Chi- 
nese, the mastery of war is a human discipline 
which can be productive of enormous social 
good. To master war is to master oneself, and 
to do this with other people. After the last 
war Americans “reacted” against some of the 
hard things that were learned in the great 
fight against German imperialism. And small- 
time politicians today insist that we shall 
“react” again, the same way, this time. When 
you consider how much our country. has 
changed in a single year of war, it is risky to 
make snap guesses as to what we will be like 
after another year, or years. The chances are 
better than fifty-fifty that, this time, Ameri- 
cans will choose the opposite course, applying 
the lessons of this struggle to build a strong 
and dynamic peace. For it is possible that 
when peace comes this time we shall not be 
seeking peace and luxury, peace and selfish- 
ness, peace and cynicism.

POISONED EGGS | 


Careless cooks held responsible 
for 47 deaths at Oregon asylum 


last week in Salem, Ore, police moved toward clear- 

ing up the mysterious case of the powdered eggs 
which resulted in the death of 47 inmates at the Ore- 
gon State Hospital for the Insane on Nov. 18. The 
district attorney made a charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter against A. B. McKillop, assistant cook, and 
a charge of obstructing justice against Mrs. Mary 
O'Hare, chief cook at the hospital for 12 years. Me- 
KiNop, in violation of rules, sent one of the inmates, 
an epileptic, to the basement to bring back powdered 
milk which was needed for preparing the eggs. The 
patient, George A. Nosen, 27, dipped into the wrong 
storage can. He brought back 6 Ib. of sodium fluor- 
ide (cockroach poison) instead of powdered milk. 
Officials are practically certain that this fatal action 
was accidental and not purposeful. The eggs were pre- 
pared and served to patients for dinner on Nov. 18, 
and by night 47 had died agonizing deaths. Doctors 
and nurses are still fighting to save the lives of 420 
other inmates who were poisoned by eating the eggs. 

‘The two cooks (see above) discovered Nosen’s error 
after the patients became violently ill, but withheld 
their knowledge for several days. Only relentless po- 
lice questioning brought about confessions. 

This terrible disaster may bring a long-delayed 
legislative check-up on the overcrowded and under- 
staffed State Hospital where 2,728 patients are now 
quartered in an old building which was designed to 
accommodate a maximum of 2,000, During the day 
one attendant must care for 16 inmates, and at night 
one attendant is responsible for 150 of the insane.

Since his return to this country from Japan last August, Joseph C. Grew 


hos been addressing the American people to warn them that they must 
not underestimate the determination and the resourcefulness of the Japa 
nese. Report From Tokyo, a.book based on speeches delivered by him since 
his return, will be published by Simon & Schuster on Dec. 7, the anniversary 
of Pearl Harber. On these pages LIFE presents extracts from that book. 


here are many questions which we have been asking our- 

selves since the grim forenoon of December 7, 1941. Some of 
these questions will be answered only by the historians of the 
far fucure. Why did Japan attack the United States and the 
British Commonwealth of Nations? Why did the Japanese 
wish to destroy us? Why did they risk the venture of war with 
our peoples, who are known for industrial power and for po- 
tential military capacity? Did the Japanese indeed make the 
most monumental miscalculation in all history? Are they 
foolish fanatics who have chosen a suicidal war as the only 
way out from their humiliation by Chinese resistance? Ques- 
tions such as these have been asked me ever since my return 
from Tokyo. 

I fear, alas, that no man living could answer all of these 
questions. If there is anyone who knows all the answers, I for 
one would like to learn from him, I know that there are 
many important points about the Japanese mind and spirit 
which have puzzled and troubled me, and which are probably 
not clear to the Japanese themselves. Nevertheless, I will put 
before you two of the main questions, and ty to give an- 
swers to them which I believe come near to the heart of the 
matter. 

First, why did the Japanese make this war upon us? 

Second, how do the Japanese leaders—fanatical but coldly 
calculating men—dare dream of victory over the combined 
power of the British Commonwealth of Nations, the United 
States, China, and the other United Nations? 

Why did they make war upon us? The Japanese attitude 
toward the English-speaking peoples is based on a concept of 
Japanese superiority and strength and of our inferiority and 
Weakness. Part of this is a product of their mythology—the 
only neolithic mythology in the world which still plays a 
part in the affairs of a government. A part of it is a product of 
national vanity. A part of it is—in the Japanese view—logi- 
cal, matter-of-fact, and well founded 


They hold Americans in contempt 


Icis a paradox of Japanese thinking that, despite their faith 
in their own innate superiority, they believe that the man 
who thinks he is superior is ipso facto handicapped. The Jap- 
anese have known what we thought of them—that they were 
little fellows physically, that they were imitative, that they 
were not really very important in the world of men and na- 
tions. Believe me, I have been shamed more than once by the 
braggadocio, self-confidence and condescension manifested 
by our English-speaking peoples; and I have grown appre- 
hensive as, through the years, I have observed the Japanese 
observing us. I have realized the cold, withering contempt of 
the Japanese for those of our race who gloried in power 
without possessing the fundamentals of power, or who com- 
placently viewed the possibility of war with Japan without 
understanding how formidable the Japanese really were. 

The Japanese have made comparisons not favorable to us. 
They have pointed to their own thrift and compared it with 
our wastefulness. They have looked at their own national 
unity and national reverence and have contrasted it with our 
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Americans all, these

Ihave no wish to praise a people who are our enemies, but I must 
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tempt for us as human beings. Add to all this their overweening am- 
bition for conquest, and you can begin to follow the warped but per- 
suasive lines of intuition and belief which led Japan to attack us. 

Yet we now try to give an answer to the second question: do the 
Japanese think that they can win this war? 

The Japanese leaders do think that they can and will win. They 
are counting on our underestimates, on our apparent disunity before 
—and even during—war, on our unwillingness to sacrifice, to endure, 
and to fight. 

The leaders of Japan are not suicidally minded incomperents. His- 
tory will show that they have made a miscalculation; but they have 
miscalculated less than most of us suppose. In this they find strength. 

Japan has won before by the same strategy that she has followed 
in launching and waging this war. In 1894 and 1895, Japan defeated 
the gigantic Manchu Empire of China. Her armed forces won be- 
cause the nation was prepared, united, determined. The Manchu 
court of China was corrupt and unprepared, the Chinese Government 
was supine and disunited, and the Chinese people never had a chance 
to fight. In 1904 and 1905, Japan attacked and defeated the Empire 
of che Tsars. Her armed forces attacked Pore Arthur, like Pearl Har- 
bor, murderously and in stealth. Pore Archur, like Bataan, with- 
stood a siege and then surrendered. In Se. Petersburg and Moscow 
there was revolt, occasioned largely by the corrupt mismanagement 
of the war and a popular distrust of the government. The Tsarist 
Government negotiated peace. Japan could not have defeated Russia; 
she did defeat the Tsarise forces when the people and government 
behind the armed forces were disunited and the productive system 
did not stand up. Finally, Japan, as one of the Allies, fought Ger- 
many in the First World War. Germany did noc fight to the bitter 
end. The Germans did got wait for their country to be invaded. They 
gave in before the Rhine had even been reached—they surrendered 
even after they had won the Eastern front and had seemed victorious. 
The Japanese noted this and did not forget it. 

Japan remembers these victories, As I have already stated, the Jap- 
anese may not intend to take New Orleans or San Francisco or Van- 
couver or Toronto—in this war. They do intend and expect, in dead 
seriousness, to conquer Asia, to drive us out, to force us to make a 
peace which will weaken us, and cause us to grow weaker with time. 
And then later, in five years, or ten years, or 50 years, they would use 
the billion men of an enslaved Asia, and all the resources of the East, 
to strike again. 

When the Japanese militarists, committed absolutely to the course 
of conquest, took measure of their military resources and perceived 
the extent of democratic rearmament, they had to gamble. The gam- 
ble was heroic, bue not that of a mere game of chance. Their well- 
planned campaigns southward were brilliant accomplishments. To- 
day Japan is stronger than ever. We now face not only Japan bue 
Japan and Japan's conquests. These conquests are greater than we 
have permitted ourselves to realize. They include more than ten times 
the area of the Japanese Empire as it stood a year ago—Chinese ter- 
ritory, British territory, Dutch territory, American territory. They 
include populations aggregating three times the population of the 
Japanese Empire. Many climes and vast resources. A huge aggregate 
of human beings, the majority of whom are docile and are capable of 
tremendous toil. 

No one—any longer—can prattle now of defeating Japan in three 
months. We hear no longer about the tinder cities of Tokyo and 
Osaka. We do not jest about the Japanese fleet, or about their Air 
Force. We know that we face a destructive, united enemy, and that 
we must bring co bear against that enemy force as united as and 
greater than that which he has marshaled. 


The Japs will never crack 


The other day a friend, an intelligent American, said to me: “Of 
course there must be ups and downs in this war; we can’t expect vie- 
tories every day; but it's merely a question of time before Hitler will 
go down to defeat before the steadily growing power of the com- 
bined air and naval and military forces of the United Nations—and 
then, we'll mop up the Japs."” Mark well those words, please. “And 
then we'll mop up the Japs.” 

Let's get down to brass tacks. I know Germany; I lived there for 
nearly ten years. I came out on the last train with my chief, Ambas- 
sador Gerard, when in 1917 we broke relations with Germany and 
shortly afterward were forced to declare war on that aggressor. I 
know the Germans well; cruculent and bullying and domineering 
when on the crest of the wave; demoralized in defeat. The Germans 
cracked in 1918. I have steadfastly believed and I believe today that 
when the tide of battle curns against chem as it assuredly will urn, 
they will crack again.

REPORT FROM TOKYO (continues) 


I know Japan; I lived there for ten years. I know the Japanese int 
. The Japanese will not crac y will not crack morally or 
psychologically or economically, even when eventual defeat stares 
them in che face. They will pull in their belts another notch, reduce 
their rations from a bow! to a half bowl of rice, and fight to the bit- 
ter end. Only by utter physical destruction or utter exhaustion of 
their men and materials can they be defeated. That is the difference 
between the Germans and the Japanese. That is what we are up 
against in fighting Japan 
We must realize that the Japanese are already in the Aleutian 
Islands. Not far from Alaska. Not so far from other parts of our 
country. Our own armed forces are dealing with that situation. I 
mention it merely as a concrete indication of what the armed forces 
of Japan hope to do, and what they intend co do—and what they 
will do if they can. First, to bomb important American centers and 
then, eventually, invade America 
There is a little story that throws light upon the spirit which ani- 
mates these grim warriors. Last year when our country and Japan 
were still at peace, I received from the Chinese Government the 
name of a Japanese who had been taken prisoner in China and who 
wished his family ac home in Japan co know that he was alive and 
well. I communicated the information to che Government in Tokyo 
and received, in due course, the official reply. It was brief and to the 
point. The Japanese Government was not interested in receiving such 
information. So far as they, the Government, were concerned, and 
also so far as his own family was concerned, that man was officially 
dead. Were he to be recognized as a prisoner of war, shame would be 
brought upon not only his own family, but also his Government and 
his nation. “Victory or death’” is no mere slogan for these soldiers 
It is a plain, matter-of-fact description of the military policy that 
controls their forces, from the highest generals to the newest re- 
cruit. The man who allows himself to be captured has disgraced 
himself and his country 


The Japanese Army has one great advantage over her enemies in 
the Far East—the advantage of five years of hard fighting in the 
China war. They have paid dearly for it. Estimates of their casual- 
tics run as high as a million men. But for this grim price in blood 
they obtained a proving ground where they could build a tough, ver 
eran army trained in that greatest of all military schools—war itself. 

But the Japanese were not content with this. They gave their men 
further training in special areas where the terrain and climatic con- 
ditions approximate those in the regions where they were to fight 
The units and commanders for the various sectors were selected 
months in advance and put to work. The Malayan army trained in 
Hainan and Indo-China, the Philippine force in Formosa, and both 
units practiced landing operations during the late summer and fall of 
1941 along the South China coast. Even the divisions chosen to 
attack Hong Kong were given rigorous training in night fighting 
and in storming pill boxes in the hills near Canton. So realistic were 
these maneuvers that the troops are reported to have suffered “a 
number of casualties."* 

The Japanese High Command was able to make these careful prep- 
arations because of years of study of the areas where they expected to 
wage future campaigns. This study was based on a first-class espio- 
nage system. Japanese commentators have noteven attempted to hide 
the fact that the High Command was fully informed for a year be 
fore the war of the strength, dispositions, and likely plans of their 
potential enemies. A good deal of this information is said to have 
been obtained by “observing’’ maneuvers in the Philippines and in 
Malaya. We can seriously question whether much of this informa- 
tion was gathered by official observers. The eyes of the High Com- 
mand were probably reserve officers, disguised as humble members 
of the Japanese community scattered throughout the world. 


They don’t believe in “impassable” areas 


The Japanese have borrowed more from the Germans than their 
tactics in the use of dive and light bombers, Like the Nazi High 
Command, they refuse to admit that there are any natural obstacles 
that their forces cannot cross. How often have the German armies 
shown how the Allied commanders had made the mistaken assump- 
tion that terrain that is merely difficult is impassable! In their 
lightning campaigns of last winter, the Japanese made the 
point over and over again. Indeed, the Japanese themselves have 
said that their tactics have frequently been based on the principle of 
attacking through a particular area in the knowledge that their 
enemies have been lulled into a false sense of security and compla- 
cency by the very assumption of its impassability. And the Japanese 


me 


emphasize the disastrous effect on the defenders’ morale once a so- 
called impregnable area has been pierced. 

But above all, according to both the Japanese themselves and 
outside observers, the most important factor contributing to Jap- 
anese victories is the spirit which permeates all the armed forces of 
the Empire. This spirit, recognized by competent military men as 
the most vital intangible factor in achieving victory, has been 
nourished and perpetuated since the foundation of the modern Jap- 
anese Army. But the Japanese have been careful to develop a tre- 
mendous fighting spirit in their armed services and people alike. In- 
deed, the Japanese armed services and the Japanese nation have be~ 
come so closely identified that it is difficult to tell where one stops 
and the other begins. Every Japanese male, of course, must perform 
military service under a system of universal conscription. Thus in 
every family, the father or son or brother has served or is serving in 
the Army or Navy. Every house in Japan, down to the lowliest 
hovel, proudly flies the Japanese flag at its front door when one of 
its men is in military service. 


They saved their strength for the big show 


Nevertheless, the Japanese ability in deception and concealment 
played a very considerable part in keeping our people ignorant of the 
true meaning of what was going on in eastern Asia. Many, for ex- 
ample, took the apparent failure of the Japanese Army to drive to 
victory in the four years of the China war as evidence of the weak- 
ness and inefficiency of the Japanese military forces. It has become 
more and more apparent since Pearl Harbor that, however much we 
hoped for peace in Asia, the Japanese themselves throughout the 
China war were husbanding their resources for the greater struggle 
which they felt lay beyond. In this connection, the Japanese budget 
figures released to the press are extremely interesting. They indicate 
that only 40% of the appropriation voted to the defense forces was 
expended for the conduct of the so-called China “‘incidene."* Sixty 
per cent—nearly two thirds of the total appropriation—was used to 
prepare the services and the industrial plants for the greater emer- 
gency yet to come, Similarly, of the materials and weapons furnished 
the services, only one fifth was sent to China—the rest being used 

. to expand and modernize the armies and fleets which were to be 
called upon when the superwar really broke. 

Nevertheless, despite its strengch, Japan's new empire should cer- 
tainly not be considered invulnerable. It has definite weaknesses 
which, if we take full advantage of them, will lead ultimately to 
the collapse of her whole position. 

Japan, despite an unparalleled expansion over an area of many 
thousands of square miles in the campaigns of the pase winter, has 
not succeeded in removing strong Allied positions on the flanks of her 
defensive chain. It is, of course, an axiom of conquest that each time 
you advance you are creating a future need for a further advance to 
protect your new position. Nevertheless, Japan hoped that by her con- 
certed campaigns she could drive her enemies back to such a distance 
that she would be able co hale her forces on natural defensive lines. 

This she has not been able to do. The United Nations still hold 
bases on and from which it is possible for them to organize and 
launch striking forces to attack the Japanese positions, both new and 
old. These will be used—amply and effectively —as the war progresses. 

And finally, ic must be considered a weakness of the Japanese de- 
fensive ring that communications and transport must be carried on 
very largely by water. As we have seen only too clearly here at home, 
sea-borne communications are extremely vulnerable to attack. At 
worst they may be cut, at best they compel the defensive country to 
divert much of her naval strength to convoy and anti-submarine pa- 
trol. Japan is not a country which can replace her shipping losses 
easily, and it may well curn out chat the steady attrition of her ship- 
ping, both mercantile and naval, will play a considerable part in her 
ultimate defeat. 

But let me emphasize once again that these weaknesses will cer- 
tainly not of themselves cause Japan to be defeated. They must be 
exploited—taken advantage of—by determined aggressive action by 
the United Nations. The strength of the Japanese people lies in their 
fanatical obedience to authority. The grear strength of the American 
people lies in their ability co think and act for themselves, without 
waiting for orders from above. Our fathers tamed a continent with- 
out waiting for someone to tell them how to do it. It took no direc- 
tive from the High Command to call the Minute Men from their 
plows to battle, We ourselves can do no less. Let us not wait for our 
Government to do all our thinking for us. Our leaders in Washington 
already bear an immense burden. Let us not add to it by expecting 
them to lead us by the hand every step of the road to victory.

Shortly before the war he was in a dive-bombing squadron and 
was transferred to a fighter outfit which was sent to relieve the garrison at 
Wake Island after Dec. 7. The squadron never got to Wake in time and it was 
left at Midway. There, above the sandy spits and coral reefs, Smith became a 
skilled fighter pilot. When he was called back to Pearl Harbor in the late 
spring and ordered to organize VMF 223, he was eminently fitted for the job. 
So well had he learned his trade that in 54 days, above the jungle peaks and 
tropic seas of the Solomons, he was to shoot down 19 Japanese planes—a 
tally never before achieved by any American in World War II

The Grummans roared down the 
deck until all were air-borne, then Fighting 23 rendezvoused and 
headed for Guadalcanal. 

Guadalcanal looked green and peaceful in the morning air. As 
they brought their planes over the airfield which had been captured 
from the Japs, all of Fighting 23 felt chat this was going to be fun. 
Down below, the palms waved back and forth in the slight breeze, 
the sky was cloudless without a sign of a Jap plane. Their planes 
bumped on the runway as they landed and taxied over to a group of 
Marines running out of the woods. Smith noticed the men waving 
and cheering as he climbed out of his Grumman. As he walked over 
to them, a disheveled, dirt-stained marine ran up and saluted. There 
were tears in his eyes. “Christ, Captain,” he said, “"we're glad to see 
you. The guys have been praying for this day.” 

The squadron's planes had taken off with hard-rubber carrier- 
landing tail wheels which had co be changed to pneumatic wheels to 
prevent ground looping. The pilots got a few marines to hoist up the 
tails while they changed wheels. The marines were pathetic in their 
interest in the planes. They almost fondled them, so happy were 
they to see a new squadron on Guadalcanal. Changing the wheels, 
they gave the pilots a few tips about life in the jungle. These were 
simple and to the point. “*Never go off in the jungles alone. Eat and 
sleep every chance you get. Duck when you hear a big one coming 
over." Then they took the pilots to get some camping equipment. 


The squadron sets up camp 


The equipment consisted of two blankets apiece, a tent and a 
mosquito net. All of it was Japanese, having been captured during 
the first attack on Aug. 7. AS the squadron put up their Jap tents at 
the edge of Henderson Field, they felt like boys on a camping trip. 
They fooled around helping each other, put up a small sign reading 
VMF 223 on their Ready Tene and fele they were open for business. 
That night, sleeping on the unaccustomed steadiness of earth, they 
were bothered by shooting going on a few hundred yards to the rear. 
They dismissed it as routine and went back to sleep. The next morn- 
ing they asked about it. “"Hell,"" a marine said, “that was the battle 
of the Tenaru River. We racked up a thousand Japs last night.”” 

The next day Fighting 23 was destined to receive its baptism of 
fire. Captain Smith cook up four planes for a patrol sweep. There 
were Scorty McLennan, Red Kendrick and Sergeant-Pilot Lindley— 
none of whom had more than 200 hours in the air. Cruising at 8,000 
fc. over Savo Island, Smith looked up to sce six Zeros coming at him 
from 10,000 ft. Without a second’s hesitation, he turned his squad- 
ron and headed for the Japs. Four Grummans were not supposed to 
attack six Zeros, but Smith didn’t think of that. All he knew was 
that the other planes were Japs and it was Fighting 23's business to 
shoot them down. The first Zero dove at Smith and passed without 
hitting his plane. As the next one came over, Smith rolled and 
caught its belly in his sight. He remembers his mouth going dry and 
his heart pounding as he squinted at the blue-green belly of his first 
Zero. Then, as his tracers stitched into its fuselage, it opened like a 
split melon and belched forth a cloud of black, heavy smoke. Cap- 
tain Smith watched it spiral down and crash on the beach of Savo 
Island. Then he turned to pull his planes out of the fracas. 

Lindley’s plane had been hic in the attack and he had glided back 


Nights on Guadaleanal were spent in trying to forget the past day's fighting. Pilots 
dressed in pajamas and sat around in froat of the tents, talking about girls and home.

to Henderson, crash-landing on a runway. He was covered with 
oil when he climbed out and collapsed on the ground. None of the 
others had noticed that he had left and, as Smith led his planes 
toward the field, he looked back ar the Zeros to see them twisting 
and maneuvering in strange acrobatic turns. “They're jumping on 
Lindley,” he thought, turning his planes for the Japs again. Mc- 
Lennan and Kendrick, fresh from flying school, followed him. As 
they approached the Zeros once more, they searched the maze of 
planes for Lindley and, not finding him, headed back for the field 
There they saw his plane pancaked on a runway so they went in and 
landed themselves. The squadron had exploded the myth of the Zero. 
Four Grummans had met six Zeros and all had lived to tell of ic 
Squadron Commander Smith had shot down his first plane 

Now began a grim routine of living and dying. In a few days the 
picnic atmosphere of life on Guadalcanal was dispelled. Life became 
a deadly, never-ceasing struggle. Fighting 23 was in the 
day, shooting down bombers and Zeros. First it was single-engined 
bombers with fighter escorts, then twin-engined bombers that re- 
sembled B-26's with their Zeros. Every day they came over from the 
base at Buin at exactly 10:00 in the morning. At about g:30 a. m, the 
pilots of Fighting 23 would get an all-plane scramble as a flag was 
run up in front of the aircraft operations office. The pilots would 
sprint for their dispersed planes, then climb to meet the Japs coming 
in from the sea. They would get up into the sun and wait for the ene- 
my to come, in their precise V-of-V"s. Then Smith would give the 
signal and they would scream down as bombers and Zeros fell like 
burning leaves from the Jap formation. Sometimes, along with them, 
one of Fighting 23's Grummans would plummet crazily down and 
crash into the hills or in the sea around Guadalcan 

The first to go was Bailey, the boy who had been married the day 
before he left co join the squadron. On Aug. 24 he flamed into the sea 
after shooting down two Zeros attacking Henderson Field. That 
afternoon Fred Guct was seriously wounded. Roy Corry, who had 
brooded on the carrier aboutan aerial death, was last seen by his 
squadron mates heading into a circling swarm of Zeros. Day after 
day the squadron grew smaller and che row of boxes, containing the 
personal effects of the missing, grew longer. The lines around Smith's 
mouth tightened and his eyes became hard.

Their feats become legendary 


As August went into September, the legend of Fighting 23 grew on 
Guadalcanal. Its daily exploits became fables ro be whispered by ma- 
rinesin perilous advance posts in the jungle at night. The pilots came 
to be considered as almost immortal beings. Day after day they roared 
into the skies, always outnumbered in combat but never beaten 
Their individual tallies began to climb. By the middle of September, 
Captain Smith led with a score of twelve, Pond had accounted for 
six, Frazier for nine, Carl for eleven, Trowbridge for six, McLennan 
for three, and in the two days before Gute was knocked out of the 
sky he had shot down four. For youngsters just out of flying school, 
pitted against seasoned pilots, that was flying to be revered 

In the air, Fighting 23 would tackle any Jap that flew. One day, 
coming back from escorting a squadron of dive bombers on a fleet 
raid, Bulldog Morrell and Rex Jeans spotted a big four-engined 
bomber. With only cnough gas left to make Henderson Field, they 
turned to the attack. They made pass after pass at the lumbering 
bomber, until its engines were shot away and fell off into the sea 
and the plane followed them in pieces. Then they glided in to the 
field, with just enough gas to wobble-pump themselves off the run- 
way as their engines coughed dead. Another day the squadron dove 
on a flight of 20 bombers and 22 Zeros, on their way to attack the 
squadron's field. The air rang with their exultancy. “Look out, you 
red-headed baboon," Frazier called to Kendrick, “you're shooting 
at my Zero."” 

Smith and Marion Carl were the heavenly twins of Fighting 23. 
As their scores grew higher and higher, their legend grew with the 
Marine ground troops. One day Carl was shot down and every ma- 
rine on the island mourned his loss. Five days later he turned up with 
a native in an old motorboat he had found on an island near where 
he had bailed out. His first question, as the cheering marines greeted 
him, was, “How many has Smitty got now?” When he heard the 
Captain was three ahead of him with a tally of 14, he went to ask 
the commanding general to ground Smith for five days. “Ic isn’t 
fair, General,” he said. “How can I catch up with him now?" 

But Squadron Commander Smith was the undisputed killer of 
Fighting 23. He would slide into his Grumman's cockpit, like a man 
into an easy chair after a hard day's work. When he was ait-borne 
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fON, which came to replace Fighting 23 in October, was a welcome 
sight to tired pilots, It was photographed before one of its planes on Henderson Field

his narrow, wide-set eyes were everywhere. And everything they 
saw, he destroyed. On the 3oth of August, after Smith had shot down 
four bombers out of a formation, he and Lees were attacked by 22 
Zeros. The first dove and passed, the second crumpled under a few 
bursts from Lees’s machine guns, the chird came straight at Smith. 
He decided not to shoot too soon, but as 7.7 slugs began to rip the 
windscreen close to his face, he let the Zero have it in the motor. 
The propeller shattered first, then the cockpit caught fire. Captain 
Smith saw the pilot, his hair burning like a torch, as the Zero 
flashed by him in its death dive. Then he turned for home. Coming 
out of a rain squall a few minutes later, he ran smack into the back 
of two Zeros flying over the beach at Lunga Point. Smith remem- 
bers that as easy. “I sat back at so ft., with my nose practically on 
the second one’s tail and sent tracers into his wing tanks and cock- 
pit. He crashed into a field near the beach. The first pilot looked 
back, then climbed his Zero like an express elevator. I came back 
then to see how the other boys made out." That was a record-break- 
ing score of six planes in an hour. 

‘On the ground the squadron tried to forget the war. After the first 
few days on Guadalcanal, their nightly calk changed from the past 
day’s fighting tactics to blondes in Honolulu and what they would 
do when they got back to the States. They would sit around out in 
front of their cents at night, dressed in pajamas, drinking sparingly 
of the precious whisky, the only thing hac would loosen their taut 
nerves and permit a few hours’ sleep. They would talk and kid cach 
other, pausing in numb silence whenever someone would unthink- 
ingly mention the name of a man who was no longer there. Their 
ground crew had arrived now, so they did not have to repair the 
battle-scarred F4F’s. And they now had their own mess. At first the 
food was good, at times even chicken and steak from a supply ship. 
Then came the week when they had nothing but canned meat. For 
breakfast, luncheon and dinner they ate “monkey meat,” cursing 
the man who had discovered how to put it up. Then that ran out 
and they ate captured Jap rice, wriggling with worms which had to 
be picked out by hand, Once in a great while a torpedo plane would 
fly in from a nearby carrier with a dozen bars of candy and a few 
cartons of cigarets. These were divided into 160 equal portions for 
distribution to the ground crew and pilots. 


They forgot flying on the ground 


In the daytime those pilots who were grounded because of dysen- 
tery would wander down to the Lunga River to bathe and wash 
clothes if they had strength enough to walk. From there they went 
over to the prison cage to look at the captured Japs, all of whom 
they called “Charley.’’ They were shown the bland and grinning 
Jap who came running out of the woods with his hands up to sur- 
render to a Marine patrol. "To hell with Tojo,” he was crying, “I'm 
from New York."” At the prison cage they met the guard who had 
shot a Jap sniper and, on searching him, found his brother's billfold 
in a pocket. The brother had last been heard from on Wake Island 
just before it fell. 

Back at the tents they would sit and listen to a few old phono- 
graph records some marine had brought in from a transport. They 
kidded Smith about his new Navy Cross and rank of major. Or they 
would kid Marion Carl, who had just been made a captain, Under 
Marine tradition, a flying officer becomes a first lieutenant after 
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Major Smith. He bagged this one low above the ground; it crashed in a few seconds.

nine months of service, a captain after a year and 15 minutes, with 
his mother’s permission. No one had seen Mrs. Carl's permission, 
so they pointedly still addressed her boy as “‘Licutenant."” Between 
his constant cat naps, he pretended to resent it. 

Bur, underneath the fun, there was grimness. It was especially so 
at night. If one of Fighting 23 had been killed during the day, the 
boys would stand around while his personal effects were packed in 
his foot locker. Then they would sit in front of the tents and talk. 
At first they groused (a good sign in all marines)—about the food, 
the constant bombing and shelling from Jap warships, or about Air 
Operations. The Air Operations office was called the “Opium Den” 
and the squadron circulated rumors among itself that dope passed 
around freely in there. Red Kendrick spent two days writing a sar- 
castic poem about the things it dreamed up for his mates. 

In Guadal Operations, where the needle passes free, 
They've cooked up a hot assignment for Marine Group 23 
As the wind howls through the palm srees, you hear Operations

Death was always present 


But in the late September and early October nights the grousing 
stopped. Then some men started to brood and Smith began to worry. 
He couldn't blame them, they were going up every day and shooting 
down Japs, but new ones came over with unfailing regularity the next 
day. They were facing excellent pilots who could shoot straight 
and fly well. And now Fighting 23 was noticeably smaller than it 
had been at the start. Planes were wrecked and men were dead 
That was the worst foe they had to face on Guadalcanal—the im- 
mediate, overpowering, nightly presence of death. Pond was gone 
now. Then Scotty McLennan dropped out of formation after a fight,

Fighting 23 took up a tail position on the torpedo planes in the 
force as they sped above Russell Island, to the north of Guadalcanal, 
seeking out the Jap Fleet. Far above, a flight of 15 Zero float planes 
saw them heading north and dropped down on the American planes. 
Ac their distance, they mistook the trailing Grummans for another 
flight of corpedo bombers. It was a fatal mistake. Major Smith, 
leading his squadron, was the first to notice the attackers. He saw 
the black lines of their wings in his rear-vision mirror and grinned. 
“A suicide squad, boys,” he called into his microphone. “Follow me 
and we'll give them what they're looking for.”” The cight Grummans 
broke from the larger formation and hurtled up at the float planes. 
The Jap leader saw his mistake and foolishly turned his planes away, 
presenting the vulnerable Zero bellies to the guns of the Grummans. 
“Squadron 23, pick your targets,” ordered Smith, “'and give the 
bastards something to remember our last day."” The squadron burst 
through the Jap formation like a tornado, leaving nine of the 15 
Zeros burning in its wake. As Smith looked back he could see five 
white chutes blossoming above the water and nine splashes mark- 
ing the final tally of his squadron. It had been a good last day. 


Marines were sorry to see them go 


Back at the field, the pilots went around to dugouts and trenches 
to say goodby. They still seemed like divinities to the bearded, dirty 
men who had been fighting for months on the ground. The marines 
were inarticulate, stammering out wishes for good luck and silently 
wringing the hands of pilots who had appeared out of the southern 
sky to save them one morning and now were on their way back to 
the paradise from which they came. Their most touching tribute was 
something that only the men of Guadalcanal could appreciate. By 
some miracle, a group of Marine raiders had scraped together the 
ingredients for a chocolate cake. They brought it into the Ready 
Tent and presented it to Smith. Over its smooth frosting, done with 
meticulous care in white confection, ran the words: ‘To VMF 223 
from Rocky's Raiders.”” 

On Oct. 12 Smith opened his squadron log book for the last time, 
standing on the shore at Lunga Point, and checked over the tally 
again, Fighting 23, in a month and a half, had shot down gs planes 
for a certainty. He hadn't bothered ro count the probables. Opposite 
the name of Marion Carl was a score of 16, opposite his own name 
19—more planes than any other American flier had shot down in 
this war. On the debit side were ten American planes destroyed, six 
men wounded and six lost. The 6-fc. lockers were lined up on the 
dock, each one stenciled with a name—LEES, KENDRICK, Me- 
LENNAN, BAILEY, CORRY, POND. Tenderly, Smith and the 
cight survivors of Fighting 23 picked up the lockers, carried them 
aboard and stowed them away. They didn't bother to look back at 
Guadalcanal as they left. All they wanted now was a good long rest
